USUAL DISCOUNT TO DEALERS 
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BRIDGE STAMPS 


F you are a dealer, if you are a 
collector, if you have much money, 
or if you have very little, you will 
be interested in bridge stamps. If 
you have been looking for a field 

in which you can specialize at a low 
cost, this is your answer. If you de- 
sire to make a display of a type stamp 
that is complete at a low cost, this 
is your answer. If you desire to 
make a specialized collection such 
that dealers will say that you are a 
serious collector, this is your answer. 
When I began on this subject, I didn’t 
realize that it was the “perfect” sub- 
ject for a philatelic author. 

If you are interested in research 
work, here is your chance. A display 
of outstanding merit can be made out 
of bridge stamps for your local club. 
Bridge stamps have everything. 

There are thirty six different types 
of bridge stamps covering every por- 
tion of the earth. The total catalogue 
value of a type collection of thirty 
four stamps is $28.35. Omitting one 
type, the two dollar Trans-Mississippi 
stamp of the United States, the cata- 
logue value is $8.35. My estimation 
is that for five dollars any high school 
student can have a type collection 
that will be the envy of the rest of 
the students. 

If you have the complete type col- 
lection, at a cost of not more than 
twenty dollars, you can make a dis- 
play for your stamp club that is com- 
plete: No one will dare to call a com- 
plete type collection junk for all you 
will have to do is shrug your shoul- 
ders and ask the person if his col- 
lection is complete. “Do you expect 
me to issue my own stamps? This 
is a complete type collection. By the 
way, Mr. X, have you completed your 
collection of 2”) You ean 
easily see how advantageous a com- 
plete type collection may be. 

Now if money holds no interest for

you, complete collection of 130 bridge | 


stamps catalogues about $1338.46. 
The most valuable bridge stamp is 
Honduras number 404 which cata- 
logues one thousand dollars. A rea- 
sonably complete collection of bridge 
stamps, one hundred and twenty-four 
in all, catalogues about $41.96. Six 
Honduras stamps make the collection 
of bridge stamps a pleasure to the 
person to whom money is no object. 
(Catalogue value is that of used 
aps except in cases s when he un- 
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used stamp alone is catalogued.) 
For the person who is interested in 
research work, the “Bridge of Sui- 
cides” of Monaco will tell its tale. The 
railroad bridge to the penitentiary on 
Guatemala type A64 is a complete 
story, in the same manner each of 
the thirty four type stamps will prove 
itself to be a subject worth studying. 
For the dealer in packets, bridge 
stamps offer a fine opportunity. There 
are twenty seven bridge stamps that 
catalogue two cents each, seven that 
catalogue three, eight that catalogue 
four, nine that catalogue five and nine 
that catalogue six. This makes a 
total of 60 bridge stamps at a total 








catalogue value of $2.06. Packets 
for ten, twenty-five and fifty cents 
can easily be made. The dealer who 
is interested in approval books of 100 
stamps can easily make a worth while 
selection of these stamps. 


Here is a suggestion for a display. 
After you have obtained the stam 
determine in what manner you wish 
to display them, but be sure not to 
crowd them. In the background work 
in ink a sketch of some sort of a 
bridge. If you are a draftsman, a 
beautiful display can be made by 
sketching in very lightly in ink a 
section of a bridge, or some type of 
arch that resembles a bridge; be sure 
to put in the actual dimensions for it 
will seem much more authentic. The 
artist has unlimited opportunities in 
this field. 


If you desire to make a collection 
of the stamps in an album, here is a 
suggestion. Mount one stamp to a 
page. Mount the stamp fairly near 
the top, and outline it in heavy black. 
Below it get a small picture that fits 
the album page well, the picture fits 
in with the subject as nearly as pos- 
sible, and mount it carefully. Some- 
where on the page work in a brief de- 
scription of the subject. As an ex- 
ample, a statement like this concern- 
ing the Sydney Harbor Bridge of 
Australia would be appropriate: “The 
Sydney Harbor Bridge was inaugur- 
ated March 16, 1932. It was opened 
to the public on March 18, 1932 with 
much ceremony. The total cost was 
a little more than $45,000,000. At 
one point the deck rises to 172 feet 
above the water.” 

There is another advantage to a 
collection of bridge stamps and that 
is that a fine collection can be ob- 
tained in a short time. A complete 
type collection is a matter of days if 
you live in New York or Chicago. A 
collection of 124 bridge stamps, this 
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is as nearly complete a collection as 
the person of average means will care 
to procure unless he wants one or two 
of the high value Honduras, will take 
just a few weeks. I for one want 
action when I begin to collect a cer- 
tain type of stamps. 

I haven’t listed all the advantages 
that may be found when it comes to 
bridge stamps. If my guess is right, 
bridge stamps are just what you have 
been looking for. 

The following is a complete (possi- 
bly some stamp may have been omit- 
ted, but I tried to be as nearly infall- 
ible as possible) list of bridge stamps. 
Only stamps that are listed in Scott’s 
1935 Catalogue are mentioned. Stamps 
bearing the pictures of aqueducts are 
not listed. The definition of viaduct 
as found in Webster’s justifies its list- 
ing under bridges. Where there is 
more than one stamp catalogued of 
the same type, the first variety is list- 
ed in full and the rest are listed by 
number only; this is to aid the person 
who is interested in a type collection.

IN WASHINGTON

This past week when the United 
States Supreme Court declared the 
NRA unconstitutional it created a pe- 
culiar situation in Philately. We now 
have a commemorative stamp com- 
memorating an unconstitutional act. 
The stamp was so widely distributed 
and used it is questionable whether 
any large stock exists and your cor- 
wespondent would not be surprised to 
see the stamp increase in value quite 
rapidly. 


This week it is still too early to 
know how many first day covers were 
mailed in San Diego and with the or- 
der out that covers will be accepted 
from any part of the country as long 
as the postmark reads the 29th or 
earlier, accurate figures may not be 
available for some time. 





Readers who have not secured the 
Migratory-Bird Hunting stamp for 
the 1934-35 season are given until 
July 1st to secure them. After that 
date Postmasters are told to hold 
them awaiting further orders as to 
what disposition will be made of 
them. This was the very first stamp 
of this nature in this country and if it 
is like other first editions that within 
a few years are in demand, should be 
very nice items for one’s collection. 
There has been some discussion and 
requests that after the season was 
over to have the remainders placed 
on sale at the Philatelic Agency, but 
no decision has been announced. 


From June 9 through the 14th, the 
Shriners will take possession of 
Washington for their annual conven- 
tion. Notice has now been given out 
that there will be a special post office 
for them and they are requested to 
have their mail addressed: “Shrine 
Post Office, Washington, D. C.” This 
office will be located in the Benjamin 
Franklin Station at 12th and Penn- 
sylvania Ave. At this writing I can- 
not say whether there will be a spe- 
cial postmark for the mail but I very 
much doubt it.

The Byrd Antarctic Expedition 
Headquarters is no longer located in 
Washington, care of the Washington 
Postmaster. Instead mail for them 
should now be addressed to the Byrd 
Antarctic Expedition II, 9 Brimmer 
Street, Boston, Massachusetts. 


At the annual banquet, recently 
held by the Washington Philatelic So- 
ciety, Alvin W. Hall, Director of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
was the guest speaker. He referred 
to his Bureau and stated the princi- 
pal reason for its establishment was 
to print money and Government 
bonds. The printing of postage 
stamps did not start until some years 
after and even today is a minor part 
of their operations. However, re- 
gardless of the fact that stamps are 
not their main operation, more cor- 
respondence comes in about stamps 
than any other subject. 





It is the Director’s opinion, and that 
of many Washington writers, that 
there should be established in the 
Post Office Department a division of 
information where all such questions 
could be answered. There are a cer- 
tain number of questions that are 
asked over and over, possibly because 
they do not appear in print, or be- 
cause the collector does not read the 
philatelic papers in which the ques- 
tion is answered.

Mr. A. C. Eggleston has shown us 
a damaged transfer on the 3c Con- 
necticut stamp. It is on stamp No. 4 
of the upper right pane plate No. 
21395. On this stamp the cross bar 
on the cents mark next to the right 
hand figure 3 is only half there. This 
variety is easily seen without the aid 
of a glass. 


The Rev. William T. Magill submits 
several stamps showing varieties and 
asks for plate number and position. 
As we do not have this information, 
we list the varieties and trust that 
our readers will advise us if they dis- 
cover their positions. On the current 
5c Roosevelt there is a line of color at 
the bottom of the left oval joining the 
inner and outer circles. On the cur- 
rent 2c Washington there are two dis- 
tinct breaks in the bottom frame line 
which appear to divide this line into 
three equal sections. Usually lack of 
color means lack of ink but in this 
case we feel pretty sure that it is a 
plate variety although a duplicate will 
be required to bear us out. Rev. Ma- 
gill also submits some other stamps 
showing white spots in the heavy col- 
ored portions of the stamps. These 
are just lack of color. In other words 
the plate was insufficiently inked, or 
the ink was wiped out of the engrav- 
ing marks before printing. 


Mr. Leland Chittenden reports hav- 
ing a 2c 1909 which is unwater- 
marked. This is undoubtedly water- 
marked single lines as very often this 
small watermark appears only on the 
corner of the stamp and is very hard 
to distinguish. He also has a pair 
of 3c Washingtons cancelled “Han- 
kow, China” between bars. This is 
probably a naval cancellation, as 
when these boats are in foreign ports 
they generally make a practice of in- 
serting the name of the port between 
the cancelling bars of their hand- 
stamp. 


Mr. James McCreary has a postal 
card of the United States with the 
printed inscription “Cuba—2c de Pe- 
so” appearing below the stamp. These 
were issued during the U. S. occupa- 
tion after the Spanish American War. 
These are not listed in the catalogue 
any more than foreign post cards but 
their value should be about twice that 
of the same U. S. card. They could 
be worth more if there was a demand.

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Abyssinian Philatelics 


At the present woment Abyssinia is 
very much in the public eye both as to 
the crisis with Italy, with Benito Mus- 
solini massing his soldiers for a war 
with Abyssinia and also as regards 
the misunderstanding concerning an 
issue of its stamps. 

On page 517 of Linn’s Weekly Jour- 
nal, of April 27, 1935, an article was 
reproduced regarding Abyssinia-Re- 
prints. This was taken from Gibbon’s 
Stamp Monthly of London, England, 
to the effect that the Union of Swiss 
Philatelic Societies, with headquarters 
at Berne, Switzerland, had issued a 
communication in which it pointed out 
that reprints of the pictorial issues of 
Abyssinia in 1919, Scott’s No. 120-134 
are being offered for sale, and that 
100,000 complete sets have been re- 
printed. Also as the reprints are 
made from the original plates and it 
further stated that the colors are fair- 
ly well imitated, the deception can 
only be detected by special examina- 
tion. 

Now for the other side of the case. 
On September 5th, 1918, the Abyssin- 
ian Government drew up a contract 
with a Mr. J. A. Michel, who at that 
time was a counselor to that Govern- 
ment. Because of the fact that the 
Abyssinian Government owed 12,000 
Thalers to Mr. Michel for services 
performed, and in order to pay him 
the Empress Zanditon of Abyssinia 
ordered the then Minister of Posts, 
Wossanie Zamaniel, to contract with 
Mr. Michel, whereby he was to retain 
a number of stamps of Abyssinia 
which had already been manufactured 
in Switzerland by order of the Abys- 
sinian Government in 1918. 

On the 26th of March this matter 
was further aired at the Municipal 
Office at Lucerne, Switzerland, which 
is an investigation court section of the 
Government of Switzerland. No fur- 
ther action had happened in this mat- 
ter. 

The information shown above is 
supported by proper documents from 
the Abyssinian Government, from J. 
A. Michel, and Aberegg Steiner & Co., 
the printers.

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Norse-Americans 





These two handsome bicolored stamps were issued 
to commemorate the arrival of the first Norwegian 
settlers in the United States. The first shipload of 
immigrants arrived in New York on October 9, 1825, 
in the sloop “Restaurationen,” and from there grad- 
ually spread over the midwest. The stamps are favo- 
rites and among the scarcest of our commemoratives. 
They appeared on May 18, 1925, perf. 11 and un- 
watermarked. 


The 2c—Sloop Restaurationen—is really misnamed 
as cataloged, as no picture of the vessel could be found. 
Gunnor Malmin, however, found a picture in Norway 
of a sister ship of about the same dimensions that was 
built in the same yards by the same people and at the 
same time, and that was used in preparing the design 
for the stamp. It appears in carmine and black and 
deep carmine and black, with no known minor varie- 
ties. 9,104,983 stamps were printed, from red frame 
plates 16694, 16924, 16958 and 59, and black center 
plates 16687, 88 and 89, 16960, 17353, 17355 and 
56, and 17379. 


The 5c—Viking Ship—is taken from a replica of 
the Viking ship ‘Gokstad-find” which was prepared 
in Norway for the Columbian Exposition. It left 
Norway on May 1, 1893, with a crew of 20 men and 
arrived safely at Chicago on July 13th. It was after- 
wards presented to the Field Museum and is still on 
exhibition in Chicago. The fact that the American 
flag is shown on the stamp flying on the stern of the 
ship was much criticised for a time, until it was ex- 
plained that the design of the stamp was copied from 
the model ship, on which the flag was so flown, with 
the Norwegian flag at the bow. 


The stamp is recorded only in dark blue and black, 
with no known minor varieties except that on plate 
16925 stamp No. 4 has a heavy scratch through the 
word “FIVE.” 1,900,983 stamps were issued from 
blue frame plates 16925 and 26, 16961 and 16963, 
and black center plates 16927, 28 and 29, and 16957. 


Center line blocks, right and left arrow blocks, bot- 
tom arrow blocks and top arrow blocks of 8 showing 


two plate numbers and arrow are in great demand, 
and as regards the numbers of both stamps issued it 
should be stated that Mr. Michael Eidsness, formerly 
of the Post Office Department, has stated that large 
numbers of badly centered stamps were returned and 
destroyed. He claims they will be the rarest of our 
commemoratives. 


First day covers are from Decorah, Iowa, home of 
Luther College, the oldest Norse-American college, Al- 
gona, Iowa; Minneapolis, St. Paul and Northfield, 
the latter the home of St. Olaf College, the largest 
Norse-American college, and Benson, Minn., the home 
of Representative Kvale, who sponsored the stamps, 


The Sesquicentennial 





An exposition was held in Philadelphia in 1926 to 
celebrate the 150th anniversary of the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence. A series of four stamps 
was advocated at the time, to show the Liberty Bell, 
Independence Hall, etc., but the Department finally 
decided to issue but one stamp. On account of its 
large size it was not popular with business houses and 
stocks remained on hand for some years. 


The 2c—Liberty Bell—was issued on May 10, 
1926, perf. 11 and unwatermarked. It appears in 
carmine rose and dark carmine rose, with no known 
minor varieties except some plate scratches. Printed 
from flat plates of 200 subjects there are both vertical 
and horizontal arrow guide lines and 12 position blocks 
besides the regular plate blocks. 


307,731,780 of the stamps were printed, according 
to the official records, from plates 18540 to 47, 18552 
to 83, 18634 to 41, 18646 to 53 and 18664 to 18667. 


The picture of the Liberty Bell is not taken from 
the original bell but from the replica of it which hung 
oyer the main entrance to the exposition. 


First day covers are known only from Philadelphia 
and Boston, although the official announcement stated 
that the stamps would also be put on sale at the Wash- 
ington post office and the Philatelic Agency on the 


day of issue, May 10th.

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Dreaming at the Typewriter 


As author of a weekly stamp column 
in a Middle Western newspaper and 
numerous articles in Linn’s; as a 
stamp dealer and stamp collector I 
have received many letters. Time and 
again I have been tempted to set down 
a few observations as based on the 
contents of those letters but it has not 
been until now that the spirit has 
moved me. 


I doubt if there is any other class of 
men and women, boys and girls who 
write more personal messages than 
stamp collectors. They write to each 
other, they write to their stamp deal- 
ers, they write to the stamp maga- 
zines, they write to the newspaper 
stamp columns. The annual bill for 
this postage alone must be staggering. 


What do they write about? Stamps. 
I have done considerable writing on 


ithe subject—probably 250,000 words 


for newspapers alone in the last three 
years—and I have felt at times that 
there was nothing more to be written 
but the questions asked, the informa- 
tion supplied and the suggestions made 


.in the letters I have received reveal 
‘that I have only scratched the surface 


of the subject. 


I have learned that any number of 
parents are speculating in postage 
stamps in the hope that their collec- 
tions of fifteen or twenty years hence 
will be a valuable gift to their children 
who, today, are just beginning to tod- 
dle about. I know a woman who has a 
specialized collection of blue stamps; 
I know a Scout master in Maine who 
has two clubs under his wing and re- 
ceives approval selections regularly 
from nine different stamp dealers; I 
know a nun in a convent who collects 
air mail stamps; I know the owner of 
a large general collection who never 
purchased a stamp; I know a man who 
collects United States in the summer 
and South America in the winter; I 





know — but why attempt to list all 
the interesting people I have come to 
know by correspondence? Every stamp 
dealer knows them and he has a men- 
tal picture of each of them. He finds 
it necessary to be tolerant of the fussy 
gentleman who buys an approval se- 
lection and writes two pages to ex- 
plain that he would have purchased 
the balance if the stamps had not been 
off center, without gum, too heavily 
cancelled, ete. He resigns himself to 
the inevitable flow of letters from the 
bargain hunters who say that the So- 
and-so stamp company is paying re- 
turn postage these days and how about 
it? He reads with interest the letter 
from a “big collector” which states 
that it is possible to buy any stamp 
one orders from England at one-eighth 
or better of catalogue. (Whose cata- 
logue?) 


I have tried to answer the thousand 
and one questions that have come to 
my desk. I do not know how many 
stamps President Roosevelt has in his 
collection and neither do I know where 
one can buy the 5-cent Norse American 
at a big discount from catalogue. I’m 
a little shaky on my knowledge of 
Azerbaijan and I can’t determine from 
a written description whether my cor- 
respondent has a Siamese revenue 
stamp or an Indian states rarity. 

I welcome the step of the postman 
and I shudder when I open the mail. I 
have an idea that women are more 
honest than men and I instinctively 
brace myself when I receive a letter on 
which the return address includes the 
word “philatelist.” 

Today came a post card from a lad 
in Vermont—“I have spent so much 
money for the new U. S. commemora- 
tives I haven’t any left to pay you.” 
Yesterday brought this: “I have a
